New York, Oct. 29 — The 
late 


President Roosevelt caused the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation to 
buy a 750-acre 
estate 
complete 


with a mansion and other baronial 
buildings and equipment, adjoining 
his own estate at Hyde Park, for 
$150,000 in 1942. The ostensible pur- 
pose of this purchase with public 
money was to obtain for the De- 
partment of Agriculture a tract of 
land and cultivated trees for public 
use as a forestry and agriculture 
demonstration project. There was 
no need of such facilities in 
the 
state of New York. According to a 
favorite boast of the late president, 
reforestation had been developed 
during his terms as governor to 
such a degree that New York was 
a leader among the states in this 
respect. 


The property in 
question, 
the 


Archbald Rogers estate, has never 
been delivered to the Department 
of Agriculture. Instead it was used 
as a camp and barracks and train- 
ng ground for a presidential house- 
lold garrison designated as 
the 


240th Military police Battalion (zone 
of interior), (special) assigned 
to 


guard the president on his occa- 
sional visits to his own estate, and 
at all times, of course, to guard his 
property. This unit was carefully 
selected. It had 17 officers and 367 
men under command of a major. 
An army officer who, 
naturally, 


jrefers not to be identified, discuss- 
ng the battalion, has said that S100 
a month would be a fair estimate 
of the per capita pay and allow- 
ances of the 
garrison. 
At 
full 


strength that would have been $38,- 
400 a month for this cost alone. 


It is impossible on the basis of 


he information now available 
to 


>tate the total expense, however, 
>ecause the guard was first organ- 
zed as a company on Dec. 16, 1942, 
and was expanded 
to 
battalion 


strength in the summer of 1943. It 
vas "activated" or organized on 
he premises and communications 
and other expensive facilities were 
built by the army. The

mansion and other buildings were

?he army also paid the taxes and 
jaid to a subsidiary corporation of 
he R.F.C. an interest rate of four 
)er cent on the investment of $150,- 
00 plus. 
The purchaser and present own- 


:r, the second district Realty Corp- 
ration, borrowed the money from 
a holding company of the R.F.C., 
^nown as Amalgamated Properties, 
nc., which is owned by the Con- 
olidated Realty Corp., all of whose 
stock is owned, in turn, by 
the 
R.F.C. 


A man who is in a position to 
speak with knowledge concerning 
the deal says there had been ru- 
mors that Father Divine, the Ne- 
gro leader of a interesting religious 
group, wanted to buy the Rogers 
estate as a "heaven" for his follow- 
ers. Father Divine 
already 
had 


bought an estate across the Hud- 
son river, visible from the Rogers 
and Roosevelt estates, and mem- 
bers of Mr. Roosevelt's personal 
following had made merry over 
the discomfiture of the once rich 
but 
now rather 
down-at-the-heel 
"tories" on the opposite shore. 


There has been no public demon- 


stration of such discomfiture, how- 
ever, nor, indeed, any recent pub- 
licity of any kind concerning this 
up-river "heaven." 


Another man, 
equally 
intimate 


with the details, has said it was 
not necessary for Mr. Roosevelt to 
"protect" himself by buying 
the 


Rogers place with either his own 
money or that of the tax-payers 
under pretext, because there was 
an understanding that the Rogers 
estate would not be sold into the 
hands of "undesirable" 
neighbors 
of any type. 


Nevertheless, as time passes and 
heirs die and their fortunes ebb 
costly estates in the far outskirts 
of New York in some cases, do 
pass finally into the possession of 
"undesirables." In the 
possession 


of the Department of Agriculture, 
the Rogers estate would have been 
permanently secure in this respect 
and would have been conducted po- 
litely as a park. 


The place is so large, with thirty 


buildings 
scattered 
about, 
that 
there is almost no chance of its 
being sold now to an individual rich 
country squire. A hope has 
been 


expressed that Cornell or 
Syra- 


cuse University might buy it for 
experiments in forestry 
or 
that 
some private school might be able 
to swing the deal. At any rate it is 
for sale for $200,000 and the social 
or racial "desirability" of the buy- 
ers will not be questioned, now that 
Mr, Roosevelt is gone and his own

pocritical when it frowns on the 
profit motive. Doesn't government 
have a vast slake in profit through 
the income tax laws? 


Mr. Truman i.s bending his think- 


ing 
along 
Koosevcllian 
lines— 


hiirking back to the era when gov- 
ernment assumed all private busi- 
ness is wealthy and therefore sub- 
ject to public censure, i believe it 
was shown early .in the days of 
the Roosevelt regime that most 
corporations owe money, and that 
only a very few have a surplus 
of more than a few weeks' payroll. 


The war put America into nigh- 
gear, employing many who never 
had worked before, and who would 
not have worked but for a war 
emergency. Sonic recession there- 
fore in natural—and inevitable. 
Private business would allow 


for such a recension, making it 
as cm^ily as possible, until we 
have reached the normal level of

business.

Christison acted swiftly after an- 


nouncing that Brig. A.W.F. Malla- 
by, commander of the 49th Indian

sian leaders." 


The British general 
summoned 


Soekarno, -president of the inde-

he held Soekarno responsible for 
the killing, he replied that "these 
acts were done in the name of the 
republic set up by himself."

"On Oct. 28," the Allied com- 
mander told a press conference, "a 
treacherous and unprovoked attack 
was made on British and Indian 
forces at Soerabaja after the oc- 
cupation 
had 
been 
proceeding 
there three days in a friendly and 
cooperative manner." 


His warning to the Indonesians 
said: 


"These direct and unprovoked 
attacks upon British forces cannot 
in any circumstances be permitted 
and unless the Indonesians who 
have committed these acts surren- 
der to my forces, I intend to bring 
the whole weight of my sea, land 
and air forces and all the weapons 
of modern war against them until 
they are crushed.

pines we heard a commotion in the 
street outside the University Club. 
Beebe and I rushed t'o our window

With a pang 
I recognized the 


men. They were the'men of Corre- 
gidor being marched through the 
streets in their wretched condition 
to prove to the silent thousands 
of natives lining the street that 
the Jap conquerors were superior 
in every way.

closed and the ends of the string 
in his grasp, he gave a slight pull 
until he heard the bolt slip into 
place.

economy must be adjusted to a

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Ultimatum to 
Indo-Chinese 
From British

Batavia, Java, Oct. 31 — (IP)—Lt. 


Gen. Sir Philip Christison, Allied 
commander in the Netherland East 
Indies, issued an ultimatum today 
threatening to crush with the over- 
powering lorce of modern weapons 
any Indonesian forces which com- 
mit unprovoked, attacks upon Brit- 
ish troops. 


Christison acted swiftly after an- 


nouncing that Brig. A.W.F. Malla- 
by, commander of the 49th Indian 
Brigade, has been murdered 
at 


Soerabaja last night "while 
ar- 


ranging details of 
a 
cease 
fire 


order in the company of Indone- 
sian leaders." 


The British general 
summoned 


Soekarno, -president of the inde- 
pendence-seeking 
"Indonesian 
re- 


public," 
to 
his 
headquarters, 


acquainted him with the facts of 
Mallay's death 
and 
read 
his 


warning. 
Earlier, asked 
whether 


he held Soekarno responsible for 
the killing, he replied that "these 
acts were done in the name of the 
republic set up by himself." 


The murder climaxed a three- 


day battle which apparently had 
ended when the hew attack broke 
out 
in 
Soerabaja. 
Christison 


charged that marry Indonesians in 
the 
attack « wore 
Japanese uni- 


I'orms, "and.there were indications 
that some, 
if not all of them, 


actually were being led and direct- 
ed by Japanese officers and Ger- 
mans who were former U-boat cap- 
tains and crews." 


They heavily outnumbered the 


1,600 
British troops, Christison 
said, and were armed with weap- 
ons secured because of what 
he 
described as an unauthorized sur- 
render by a Japanese general, Na- 
kamura, to Dutch Capt. P.J.G. 
Huyer, in defiance of written Brit- 
ish orders. .Christison said 
only 
China/ Russia, Britain 
and 
the 


United States were authorized to 
receive Japanese, surrenders. 
As the. result of that surrender, 
Christison said, "there were 
in 


Soerabaja 
large 
quantities 
of 
arms, ammunition, armored cars 
and tanks which the Japanese had 
surrendered lo Huyer." 


"On Oct. 28," the Allied com- 
mander told a press conference, "a 
treacherous and unprovoked attack 
was made on British and Indian 
forces at Soerabaja after the oc- 
cupation 
had 
been 
proceeding 
there three days in a friendly and 
cooperative manner." 


His warning to the Indonesians 
said: 


"These direct and unprovoked 
attacks upon British forces cannot 
in any circumstances be permitted 
and unless the Indonesians who 
have committed these acts surren- 
der to my forces, I intend to bring 
the whole weight of my sea, land 
and air forces and all the weapons 
of modern war against them until 
they are crushed. 


"If in this process innocent In-

establish a "Monroe doctrine" for 
eastern Europe

jased on the same good neighbor 
principles as the 
inter-American 
system.

But it will insist that such a pol- 
cy for eastern Europe 
or 
any 


other region fit into, rather than 
substitute for, a world system, and 
that it does not degenerate into 
'regional isolationism." 


This 
was 
the 
interpretation 
placed by diplomatic quarters on 
an address by Secretary of Slate 
Tames F. Byrnes before the Her- 
ald-Tribune forum in New York 
ast night. These sources 
consid- 


ered Ihe address cxlrcmely con- 
ciliatory loward Russia and 
cx- 


.remcly timely in view of the Rus- 
so-Amcrican 
impasse 
over 
the 
Balkans. 


Byrnes' address oullinled the in- 


-er-Amcrican syslem and the good 
neighbor policy pursued in recent 
years by the United Stales. He in- 
directly told Russia, whose tactics 
in eastern Europe he has previous- 
ly criticized, that Ihc United Stales 
discovered through biller 
exper- 


ience that dollar diplomacy, inter- 
vention and Yankee imperialism 
doesn't pay. 


"We have learned . . . that to 
have good neighbors, we must be 
a good neighbor," he said. "We 
Americans can take genuine pride 
in thc evolution of the good neigh- 
bor policy from 
• what in .a 
way 


were its beginnings in the Monroe 
doctrine. 


We surely cannot and will not 


deny to other nations thc right to 
develop such a policy." 


"But wo cannot recognize 
re- 


gional arrangements as a subsli- 
tule for a world system. We live 
in one world, and in this atomic 
age regional isolationism is every ' 
more dangerous than is national 
isolationism."
